BIBLICAL INTERPRETATION 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sirn,—As none of your correspondents have explained the difference of 
verses in 2 Samuel xii. 31, and 1 Chronicles xx. verse 3, I beg to hand you 
for insertion in your next the following extract from an English Bible 
published by C. Knight and Co., 22, Ludgate-street, London, 1837, which 
no doubt will prove satisfactory to Mr. P. Abrahams and your numerous 
readers, Yours truly, M. M.

“1 Chronicles, xx. 3.—This text is rather different from that of 2 Sam. xii. 
31. We have there not ‘he cut them with’ but “he put them under; and we 
find the additional circumstance that he ‘made them pass through the brick- 
kiln.’ Interpreters are divided in opinion on the meaning of these texts, Some 
think we are to understand David put the Ammonites to death with the instru- 
‘ments indicated ; and that he perhaps did so after an example set by themselves 
in the treatment of their captives. But others rather suppose we are to under- 
stand he made thein slaves, and cmployed them as such in laborious services. as 
sawyers, miners, hewers of wood, brickmakers, and. so forth. As the first, and 
least favourable interpretation, is founded upon the text now before us, it is 
necessary to observe that the word 3g‘) ‘and he sawed’ or ‘cut with saws’ was 
found to be wanting in several of the manuscripts collated by: Kennicott, which 
had instead the same word (BY%) ‘and he put them’) as in the parallel text ; 
so that the many severe reflections which have been made on the cruel treatment 
of the Ammonites would appear to rest on no stronger foundation than the care- 
lessness of some transeriber, whose unfinished {§ others took to be a“. 

“Tt is also to observed that the preposition 9, which is prefixed to all the 
nouns in this and the parallel text, and which is here rendered ‘ with,’ and there 
‘under,’ has a great variety of significations, amongst which we find that of ‘to ;’ 
and there is no reason whatever, why that should not be here chosen. The result 
of this explanation would be ‘he put them to saws,’ &c.; and this is an idiom 
for expressing employment with saws, not unknown even in our own language, 
in which we not unfrequently hear of a person being put to the plough, the loom,

Pardon me, Mr. Editor, if I feel it a duty I owe to myself to analyse.

What I 
did was to protest against the wholesale advice, tended with ostentatious 
hamility to the Editor, in public. It is perfectly true, that the Chronicle 


ought not to bea class paper; but it is to my mind equally true that it 
ought not to be made the depository for the favourite recipes of every — 


literary Alsculapius, Such a proceeding in any one else would pro- 


bably evoke the angriest remonstrances from “ Nemo,” and cause the 


luckless perpetrator to be branded a Jiidische 13M. Why will Dr, Nemo 
be always squabbling with the nurse before the eyes of all the world ? It 
is very unseemly conduct. If the Editor has failings—and that is far from 
impossible—why doesn’t “ Nemo” convince him of them in private? If he 
has altempted to do so and has failed, what is the use of returning to the 
charge again and again in public? To choose a comparison more in con 
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‘nonance with my adversary’s ideas of the dignity of literature, the Editor | 


holds to his paper the position of a judge. Good taste, if not respect for 


the majesty of the office, onght to restrain the most impetuous from being 


guilty of contempt of court. But there is really no telling where it may all 


end. Even the stag will turn upon its chaser if too persistently pursued, . 


and the Editor, weary of doing justice to others only, may one day think 
of doing justice to himself, 


As far as Iam concerned, I pin my faith neither to the sleeve of | 


“Pope Kditor,” nor to that of anti-pope “ Nemo.” I can axsure the latter 


that I believe as little in the infallibility of the one as of the other. But if 


he has the right to cast, with no “unkind spirit,” ridicule and reproach upon 


the endeavours of “ Pope Editor,” I, in common fairness, demand the privi- 


lege of oceasionally exposing the bulls of anti-pope “* Nemo.” 


“Nemo” is a smart controversialist. With him all ix fair in a news- 


paper war. When he fails to detect.a flaw in his opponent’s argument, he 


contents himself with quibbling about a word or a simile, Now, Sir, | 


although there are very few objects in any phase of existence corresponding 


to, and resembling which, others could not be discovered in another—perhaps | 


totally distinet—phase, yet.it by no means follows, that the similarity 
between the things compared must hold good in every minutest particular, 
It is sofficient if the points of relation, which the writer thinks he has 
detected, between one object and another, have been intelligibly demon- 


strated. Once admit that the likeness can in these respects be established, | 


andit becomes angenerous, it becomes even unjust, to ride a simile to death. 


In my letter, the connection between the Editor of the Chronicle and his - 


journal is compared with that between an experienced nurse and the infant 


entrusted to her, They both owe their charges all the affectionate regard | 


and prudent care which their natures are capable of bestowing upon them. 
‘Nemo's” philosophy of rhetoric lays down the maxim, that.a simile must 
be made perfect—v.vr., in the instance before us, that the nurse must be a 
“monthly nurse”; that she must be a garrulous and loquacious monthly 
nurse; that she must te a veritable Mrs. Gamp. Fancy ‘ Nemo’s” canon 
of criticism applied co the following simile in the second book of the Jhiad. 
Agamemnon is there said to have appeared | a 

“Like some proud bull, that round the pastures leads. 

His subject herds, the monarch of the meads.” | 

Oh, indeed, Homer! You're a pretty poet! If Agamemnon was like a 
bull he must have had his head decorated with horns and his body with-a 
tail, But the simile is not “ perfect” yet. Of course he was cloven-footed, 
and used to chew the end, and in various other ways exhibited bovine peculi- 
—arities, Now the simile is perfect. 

But, Mr. Editor, we need not appeal to an authority qnite so exalted 
as the Greek bard to convince us of the danger of adopting ‘“ Nemo’s” rules 
of comparison. IT have called him—by a bold metaphor, [ confess—Dr. 
“Nemo.” He forthwith perfects the simile and explains. it as ‘ Nemo,” 
M.D. Did one ever come across such a-reductio ad absurdun? 

As to the lectures at Jews’ College, it really seems to me that “ Nemo” 
has the gift of answering letters- without looking at them. He does well 
‘to assure your readers: “I know manners.” “ Nemo” asks: ‘ Were 
the lectures in the eyes of ‘I. C. U.’ less entitled to praise than 
[ ventured to bestow?’ To insinuate such a thing to one whose objec- 
tion fo“ Nemo’s” letter of the 4th ult. was that it arbitrarily cxclided 
eortain lectures from the general meed of praise, and whose reason for calting 
attention to the “forest” of ornamental adjectives in which he enshrined 
seven other lectures, was only to show how difficult he found it to practise 
in column No, 2 what he preached ia column No. 1—this is very bad 
manners. © censor mornin Jnudeorum! T would not utter a word against 


the lectures upon Hebrew Literature delivered at Jews’ College, but I 


cannot be persuaded, that discourses upon other subjects are absolutely 
unsuited to the character of that institution ; nor will I ever be forced into 
a belief, that what is right in Dr. Hermann Adler and Professor Waley is 
wrong in Dr, Artom, the Rev. J. Chapman, Mr. Davidson, and Mr. Cohen. 
I demand, Sir, that a critic of “ Nemo’s” various and gigantic powers, of 
his unrivalled influence in Anglo-Jewish journalism—I demand that the 
Junius of the Chronicle shall not be allowed, shall not even claim, the

It is rather hard to make me answerable for the charges that have gone 
forward in “ Nemo's” principles. He opposed the Society for the Promotion

He approves of lectures on Hebrew Literature at Jews’ College. Who, 
then, is the inccnsistent party—he who alters his opinions within a few 


_ months, or he who draws the notice of your readers to this alteration? | 


myself hold, that the knowledge of Hebrew Literature ought to be promoted 
in every possible direction and by every worthy means, Not all our eo- 
religionists have the ability—few have the time, and fewer still. alas, the

of our ancestors. Translations, therefore, ought not to treated with con- 
tewpt if they are considered as an instrument of popular enlightenment.

The knowledge 
of Hebrew, in which our Christian brethren have made such great and 
rapid progress, received its first impulse from the different Versions, some 
purer and more elegant than others, which found their way into every 
Christian home.

when we consider all this, we then may also exclaim, ‘The Lord liveth.’ 
And, lastly, we must hasten the period of our restoration of our deliverance, 
from captivity by a faithful discharge of the duties ineuleated in our Holy 
Law, by a strict adherence to the behests and commands enjoined on us by 
our religion.

contentedly to a Christian school, in which they are taught the Bible— 


Christian fashion—we readily believe. Weknow of Jewish children—even 
sons of Jewish salaried officials—who are sent to a school in Whitechapel 
in which the inspector is a converted Jew, or the son of a converted Jew, 
and the visitor or patron a Jew-hating clergyman—master of an intolerant 


London school. Yet the school of Mr. Youna, of Spitalfields, is in the | 
neighbourhood of several great Jewish schools. If Jewish parents who — 
send their children to learn the Bible under Christological interpretation be 


poor, they have at hand the Great Jews’ Free School, open “ for an unlimited 
number of children,” where their: sons and daughters can receive a sound 
sceular education, combined with instruction in religion, under a Jewish—nofa 
Christian—aspeet. If the parents can afford to pay a trifle per week, they could 
send their children to the Stepney School ; or, if they could afford to pay a 
larger school fee, to the Jews’ College School; in both of which institutions 
they would receive a sound secular education combined with religious 
instruction under’ a Jewish—not a Christian—aspect. Of course, as Mr, 
Yorne observed, with—well, we will say naivele—the children do not object 
tohis mode of teaching. But, happily, he has some difficulty with the 
“priesthood.” -Nodoubt this went down admirably with an assembly which, 
possibly, in its intense ‘acquaintance with modern Judaism, may have 
supposed the Aarontc priesthood to exist in full sacerdotal majesty, and 
sacrificial tributes to be offered up in the New Central Synagogue in Portland 
Street. But, whatever the talkers of the age may think (alack—there are 
somany of them!) matters little.

tous—frightfally, fatally dangerous. We do not hesitate to say 80. 
Those who compare the status of elcmentary schools for the lower classes 


with refined and classical schools for the middle classes, know nothing, or. 


have thought nothing, as to the question at issue. The intelligent 
home influence and the intellectual power which predominate in families 


of the middle classes are literally unknown to the homes of the lower 


| classes, In this the peril lies. Again, there are some who idly compare 
our Jewish brethren with the great body of Protestant Nonconformists. 
Can anything be palpably so absurd—indeed so unfair? What have the 


Jews in common with a Nonconformist? The Nonconformist system of 


theology does not broadly differ from ihe Anglicansystem. But the Jewish

It is time for the. Jewish community to be ‘‘ up and doing.” We quite 
understand the difficulties that are in the way ; but we'urge our coreligionists 
not to be misguided by a sentimental self-abnegation in conceiving that 
they should not take measures of protection because there cannot be special 
__ legislation for the Jews. _ Let it be remembered that the position of the Jew 


Utterly differs from that of the Christian of every denomination in educa-— 


tional matters. The principle of religious instruction has been long dis- 
tinetly maintained in our community. But governments, legislations, and 
ucational Ministers cannot effect any good for us if we will not labour for 
Surselves. There are certain classes of our community apparently and 
entably incapable of appreciating the sacred necessity of Jewish education;

had been about £1909, and the extraordinary income —proceeds of dinner — 
about £1300. Legacies to the amount of £750 had been bequeathed to the 
institution, After paying all expenses, there was a balanee on the credit 
cide of £928 and, exelusive of legacies, the income exceeded the expendi- 
ture by £170, This was regarded as most satisfactory, and its announce- 
ment was received with approval by the meeting; many years having 
elapsed since the executive had the pleasure of seeing a balance on the 
right side; The Treasurer appealed for increased support, remarking that 


the amount of good done by. the institution depended entirely on the - 


public, forthe committee had resolved to keep within legitimate expenses. 
"Phe Cramman reviewed the financial position of the institution for the 
past four years, and showed how by retrenchment and economy they had 
‘so sneceeded as at last to have a biance in their favour. This suecess was 
‘in a great measure to be attributed to the Treasurer, whose duties would 1n- 
future be shared by Mr. J. Sebag. The Chairman regretted that the Hos- 
pital was not more liberally supported by the middle classes, who could con: 
tribute their guineas and half guineas. ‘There was ample space in the build- 
ing for more children; and for every twenty new subseribers of £1 1s., an 
additional child could be received. 

The Cuamstan then read the annual report, which was of a highly 
interesting nature. It commenced by stating that the progress and the 
condition of the children were eminently satisfactory, and it expressed 
the wish of the committee that the institution should keep pace with the 
growth of the community. Reference was made to the steps taken, in con- 
junction with the Board of Guardians, to receive children into the Hospital 
from Unions. During the vear, 25 inmates had been admitted into theinsti- 
tution, and ifa larger share of support were given, the space at present 
unoccupied would gladly be utilised. The report next referred to the debts 
of the institution, for the liquidation. of which an effort was being made. 
An allusion was made to the zeal and ability with which the Rev. Mr. 
Chapman discharged the dnties of head master, and to the lectures which, 
through his instrumentality, had been delivered for the benefit of the chil- 
dren. Thekind gift of a library by Mr. F. D. Mocatta was acknowledged ; 
anda fitfing testimony was paid to two departed friends of the institution— 
Mr. Alfred Davis and Mr. 8. L. De Symons. ‘Lhe report concluded with 
the hope that wealthy persons in the provinces would become subscribers, 
inasmuch as the doors of charity were open to all, from whatever part of 
the kingdom they came, |

JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


The annual mecting of Governors and Subscribers of Jews’ College was 


held on Sunday morning; it was very sparsely attended, possibly owing 
to the coincidence on this day,of the prize distribution at Jews’ Hospital 
and of the iofsa distribution atthe Great Synagogue. Dr. Adler presided, 
Only seven gentlemen (all members of Council) were present — viz, Rev. 
A. L. Green, Messrs. H, Beddington, H. L. Cohen, E. Jacob, 
Solomon, H. Montagu and M. Henry. It is ‘to be hoped that the general 
body of governors and subscribers meant to testify by their absence, grace- 
fully though tacitly, their complete satisfaction with the mode in whiich the 
Council conduct ‘the institution. The proceedings were brief and merely 
formal, A balance-sheet was read, shewing an income of £772 16s, 8d, 
which included a subscription of £100 from Messrs. Rothschild ; a bequest 
of £120 from Mr. Hall; £50 from the Beth Hamedrash ; £238 7s. 4d. in 
school fees; and £100 collected by Mr. H. L. Cohen. ‘The expenditure 
was £975 9s. od. The deficit, it is to be hoped, will be made up by an 
increased number of pupils, to cover the cost of the school, and by proper 
efforts on the part of the Jewish public to meet the expense of the 
training college for the ministry. ‘The members of Council were re-elected, 
with the exception of Dr. Behrend, Mr. Rothschild, and Mr. Zedner, who 
retired (the last two on account of absence from England).

Friedlander—than whom no man, said he, could be found more worthy of his 
post; the doctor united to earnestness and zeal high and singular attain- 
ments ; and great as was his learning, it was almost second tohis goodness, 
He invested his duties with the affection of a parent, He urged the boys 


to testify their estimate of his value, not merely by clapping their hands, © 
but by following the example of such a model. : 


Mr. Maconachie must 
possess a singular charm in teaching, as he had induced boys to work; and 
he had introduced a successful discipline, to which the boys became gladly 


amenable. Of Dr. Hermann Adler’s abilities and services Mr. Green spoke 


in very high terms. He said that Dr. Hermann, in his attachment to the 
institution, trod in the footsteps of his excellent father, the Chief Rabbi, 
who loved the College like a parent; and the College really was a 


child of Dr. Adler, for to him its establishment was mainly due. Mr. 


Green referred to the excellent services of the other masters ; and called for 
a cheer for Mr. H. Montagu, the hon. sec. ; and for Mr, Michael Henry, the 


hon. see, of the Education Committee ; referring in graceful terms to the 


interest taken by both gentlemen in the institution, 
Dr, Friepuanper and Dr. Hermann. Avier responded suitably, as did 


also Mr. Maconachie, who took occasion to say that though he was not a 
_ Jew, he believed he was imbued with a strong sense of religious responsibi- 
- jity, and he constantly tried to bear in mind that in the work of education 
he was labouring for the Great Taskmaster. 


The Cuter Ranei observed that Mr. Green, in alluding to the services 
of the officers, quite forgot the services of one honorary secretary— the Rev, 
Mr. Green himself; and he asked the boys for three cheers for the Trea- 
surers, the secretaries, and all the members of Council. The cheering was 
heartily given; and it was evident, from the boys’ applause, that the prin- 


cipal (who was very heartily cheered), Dr. Hermann Adler, and all the mas- 


ters, are highly popular in the scholastic mind. | 

Mr. H. L. Conen, in moving a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi, 
hnmourously said that he regretted that, among the beautiful prizes awarded 
for various subjects, there was not one for the best lecturer of the session ; 
and though he did not presume to suppose that he would have obtained 
it, he would have particularly liked tocompete for it—an observation which 
was received with great laughter. He then referred in very appropriate 
and impressive language to the Chief Rabbi’s services to the College and 
to the community during the long period that had elapsed since his 
appointment to office. He expressed in the communal-name the deep sense 
of gratitude and esteem felt towards their revered Chief Rabbi. 

Dr. Apter briefly returned thanks, and the proceedings terminated.

The anniversary festival in aid of the fands of this institution was

In proof of his assertion that the 
children received a superior education, he stated that in one of his visits 
to the schools, he examined the boys and found them well acquainted with 
Physical Science. The history of the subject was familiar to them. 
Asking alittle boy, who discovered oxygen gas, he replied—Priestly in 1774. 
The Government Inspector’s report was eminently satisfactory : the failures 
in the boys’ school was under] per cent., andin the girls’ school the propor- 
tion was too small to mention. Speaking of the materiel of the school, he said 
thatthe mantle of their late president had worthily fallen upon his son, Mr. 
J. Goldsmid, To the Hon. Sec.,Treasurer, and other officials they were greatly 
indebted. He also made allusion to the eminent abilities of Mrs. Gill and 
Mr. Brooks, the governess and head master. There were three courses 
into which public charity was diverted, viz.: asylumns for the aged; 
institutions for alleviating human suffering; and education for the young. 
He did not wish to detract from the excellence of the two first-named 
objects ; but he claimed for the last, a superior and -higher consideration. 
The good worked by asylums passed away with the lapse of a few years ; 


but there was an element of creation in education which made it universal, | 


and which added suecessive generations to the chain of intellectual pro- 
gress. Speaking of the finances of the institution, he said the school 
was in a worse position than Mr. Micawber—for the expenses were £800, 
and the income only £400, He made an eloquent appeal for aid, and 
terminated an admirab'e speech—delivered in beautiful language and inter-
